To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately in

GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said town, qualified to vote in elections and in town 
affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Whately on 
Saturday, the twenty-fourth day of April next, at one 
thirty o’clock in the afternoon, then and there to act on the 
following articles:— 


ARTICLE 1. Toraise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray the expenses 
of the town for the fiscal year from July 1, 1976 to June 30, 
1977. 


ARTICLE 2. Toseeifthe town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning July 1, 1976, in 
anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
July 1, 1976, in accordance with the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year 
in accordance with General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. 


ARTICLE 3. Toseeifthe town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to prosecute and defend all suits that may 
be brought in behalf of, or against, the town and to employ 
counsel for the same. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what the town will do with the 
money received from the County called the Dog Fund. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote that the 
Cemetery Commissioners be authorized to act as Sextons, 
their compensation for cemetery work and for opening 
graves to be fixed by a vote of the town, or take any other 
action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to accept 
any Trust Funds that may have been given to the town 
during the fiscal year 1976. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to fix the 
salaries and compensation of all elective officers of the 
town, as provided by General Laws, Chapter 41, Section 
108; Moderator, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Assessors, 
Auditor, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Elector under the 
Will of Oliver Smith, Constables, Tree Warden, and School 
Committee. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into agreements with the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works and the 
Franklin County Commissioners for the maintenance and 
construction of highways. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to transfer 
from the State Funds of $16,024.00 accepted February 23, 
1974, under Chapter 1140, Section 20, the sum of $9,894.08 
from Chestnut Plain Road to the Dickinson Hill Road 
project. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to accept 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts the sum of 
$21,367.00 to be used for highway construction and 
improvement under the provisions of Chapter 765, Acts of 
1972; and authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow this sum in anticipation of reim- 
bursement. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $168,648.55 for the operation and 
maintenance of local schools; and the sum of $21,851.90 
for Special Education under Chapter 766. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $136,523.86 for the town’s share of 
the operating expense of the Frontier Regional School; 
and the sum of $8,317.36 for Special Education under 
Chapter 766. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will appropriate 
from the S. White Dickinson Library Fund the sum of 
$4,000.00 to be used towards the operation and 
maintenance of the library. 
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ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will appropriate 
from the State Aid to Libraries Fund the sum of $1,000.00 
to be used towards the operation and maintenance of the 
library. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,189.65 as the town’s share of the 
operating costs of the Tri-Town Beach District, anv money 
received by the District from admissions and concessions 
to be retained by the District to be used in each of the 
following years to reduce the annual appropriations 
therefor by the member towns, or take anv other action 
relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will authorize the 
Board of Assessors to prepare specifications and obtain 
costs for revaluation of the town and report at a later 
meeting. 


ARTICLE 17. To see whether the town will vote to 
support the formation of a county-wide public power 
corporation. 


ARTICLE 18. To hear the report of the Solid Waste 
Disposal Committee and take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 19. To see whether the town will vote to 
accept under Chapter 44, Section 53A of the General Laws, 
as a gift from the townspeople the Youth and Community 
Building to be used for general purposes relating to youth 
and community activities; conditional upon final ap- 
proval by the Board of Selectmen and the Building 
Commissioner; or pass any vote or votes in relation 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate or otherwise provide any sum or sums of 
money for the purpose of maintaining the Youth and 
Community Center, including utilities, bills and other 
related costs. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the town will vote to amend 
its by-laws by adding a section to create a Recreation 
Commission. 

There is hereby established a Recreation Commission 
in the Town of Whately to consist of five (5) members to be 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen to serve as an

advisory committee on all matters involving recreation 
and its related activities. 

They shall serve without compensation and shall be 
residents of the Town of Whately; one member to serve for 
five (5) years, one member for four (4) years, one member 
for three (3) years, one member for two (2) years, and one 
member for one (1) year and thereafter annually a new 
member shall be appointed to serve for five years. 

The commission shall be charged with the control, 
development and management of the playgrounds and 
recreation areas within the Town of Whately, with the 
exception of the Tri-Town Beach District, and shall be 
charged with the supervision and mangement of the 
Youth and Community Center, so-called, within the Town 
of Whately. 

The Commission shall be required to make an annual 
report of all recreational functions and buildings within 
the town and make such report to the Selectmen and the 
Citizens of the Town of Whately. 

The Recreation Commission shall be responsible to 
the Board of Selectmen and shall act as its Advisory 
committee in all matters related to recreational activities 
and related projects of the town. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize and instruct the Assessors to use not more than 
$10,000.00 from “free cash” to reduce the tax rate for the 
fiscal year 1977. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $18,332.00 for constructing, 
maintaining and policing town ways in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 497, Acts of 1971 as amended by 
Chapter 492, Acts of 1974.

Selectmen’s Report 
To the Citizens of Whately: 

During the 1976 fiscal year the Highway Depart- 
ment has done a remarkable job. The reconstruction 
project on Dickinson Hill Road was completed with the 
exception of some grading of the slopes. In spite of the 
heavy rains last summer the Department did a very good 
job on the hill. 3 

At a Special Town Meeting $6000 was appropriated 
for repairs on the first half-mile section of Grass Hill Road 
leading to Webber Road. Two homes are being built and 
this necessitates the need to make that section of road 
accessible twelve months a year. The Highway Depart- 
ment still has some work to do on this project. 

The Highway Department will work on the Chest- 
nut Plain Road reconstruction project this year. The 
section in question is from the Merit White property to the 
John Baker property. 

The Spillway Bridge on the Williamsburg Road was 
rebuilt by the Highway Department and material for 
another bridge on that road was purchased. 

The State Aid for Highways has not changed from 
last year. At this point it looks as though the Town will not 
have to appropriate funds for highway maintenance or 
construction. 

The past year has been a busy one for us. The Board 
of Health work continues to increrase and we are still 
working on a way to lighten the load either by a separate 
Board of Health or a part-time associate member to 
witness periodic inspections of restaurants. 

The situation at the Town Dump is still the same. 
The dump attendant has done an excellent job of keeping 
the area neat and most of the towns-people are 
cooperating in dumping their trash in the proper place. 

In January 1976 the Selectmen applied for $65,000 
through a HUD Block Grant to set up a transfer station on 
the existing dump site. We also applied for $21,500 under 
this same grant for anew ambulance. We will know if the 
applications are approved sometime in June.

As in previous years, we are confronted with increased 
appropriation demands, due to inflation and added 
requirements by State dictation. Gasoline, fuel oil, and 
utilities are all increased in cost for the town as they are for 
individuals. 


We are fortunate that major highway construction 
costs are now furnished by State grants, and some 
maintenance is also provided from that source. It will 
be necessary to go ahead with Chestnut Plain Road 
construction this year, to avoid loss of substantial State 
monies that will expire if not used at once. 


An article authorizing the assessors to investigate and 
determine costs of re-valuation will appear in the warrant, 
as it is expected that the tax maps, already contracted for, 
will be ready within the year, and we must be ready to go 
ahead with re-valuation as soon as possible. Since thisisa 
“must” item, a special town meeting will be required to 
approve the project when costs are established. 


It is not known at this time whether we will have 
Federal Revenue Sharing funds after December, 1976, as 
Congress has not yet acted on the Federal budget. 


We have received approval by the AttorneyGeneral 
and Hampshire Probate Court, allowing us to use a 
portion of the accrued and current income of the S. White 
Dickinson Aged Persons Fund for library purposes. As 
this fund is under the jurisdiction of the Selectmen, a vote 
of town is not required for its appropriation. The use will 
be spread over several years in order to continue to have 
this available as emergency money. 


We are aware that the Youth Building, so-called, is 
nearing completion, and will have to be accepted by the 
town soon. This will probably be handled at a special town 
meeting and funds for its operation should be made 
available at that time. 


We wish to call to the attention of the citizens the 
services rendered by many un-paid committees in town 
affairs. The Zoning Board of Appeals, Planning Board, 
Conservation Commission, Solid Waste Disposal Com- 
mittee, Tri-Town Beach District Committee, Regional 
School Committee, all of these groups hold frequent 
meetings and devote many hours to the benefit of the 
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town, and deserve the thanks and appreciation of the 
citizens for their good work. 


The committee recommends no changes in town 
officers’ salaries, although some increases have been 
suggested. The total appropriation includes estimates of 
appointed officers and employees, in addition to these 
elected officers, whose salaries are listed here as our 
recommendations:

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Report of the Fire Chief: 


I hereby submit my 1975 report as Fire Chief for the 
Town of Whately. The department had a total of eighty- 
eight calls - twenty more than in 1974. These calls were 
divided into 45 fire calls and 43 for the Emergency vehicle.

In 1975 we had three serious structure fires. There 
were no personal injuries 1n these fires; however, property 
damage was considerable. The fire at Joseph Nickerson, 
Jr.s at Graves’ Corner could have been disastrous; 
however, with prompt response, ample equipment and 
assistance from Tri-State Mutual Aid, loss was limited to 
the one building, which was fully involved upon arrival of 
the department. 


On March 1, 1975 the department put into service 
the 1975 International combination 1,000 gallon pumper - 
750 gallon tank truck. This unit has already proven its 
value at the three serious structure fires, in one instance 
drafting water from the Connecticut River. It has also 
enabled Whately to assist neighboring towns for Mutual 
Aid. Open house at the fire station was held April 6, 1975 
with about 200 persons attending. 


In Sept. the pump on our 1953 International truck 
broke down. With help from the men in the fire dept., two 
interested citizens and a donation from one of the local 
tobacco companies, the pump was completely rebuilt and 
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the booster tank cleaned and repainted inside. The 
entire repair project on this truck was done at no cost 
to Whately taxpayers. This truck is now a first line vehicle 
for back-up purposes, but mainly used for grass and brush 
fires and other inaccessible places. 


During 1976 the Fire Dept. hopes to be able to make 
a change of cab and chassis under our Dodge 1,000 gallon 
tanker. This truck is mechanically unsafe and unreliable. 


Emergency Vehicle calls were: 


Patient’s transported to hospitals 39 
Did not transport 4 
Total - 43 


As of Jan. 1, 1976 the Fire Dept. has 6 registered 
Emergency Medical Technicians. There are four others 
taking the course at this time. This will assure the town of 
at least 50% of our ambulance crew to be “E.M.T.’s” by 
July 1, 1976 as required by law. AsI mentioned in my 1974 
report, the government is mandating new standards. If 
Whately is to provide ambulance service after july 1, 1977 
a new vehicle meeting necessary requirements will have to 
be purchased. I have already notified the Board of 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee of this situation. 
We have made application under two government funded 
programs for purchase of a vehicle. One application was 
refused and the other is still pending. 


Whately Fire Department, a volunteer department, 
is ready 24 hours a day to assist Townspeople in any 
emergency. To summon aid in an emergency - Dial 665- 
2167. Be sure to give your name and the exact location of 
the emergency. If you are a new resident, try to gevea 
landmark or former owner’s name, if available. 


I wish to thank my officers and the men of the Fire 
Department, the Board of Selectmen, Consolidated Cigar 
Corporation for the use of the 1,000 gallon tank truck, 
Bruce Walker and James Sagalyn for their help with the 
pump, and Townspeople who have aided in any way 
during emergencies.

To the Citizens of Whately: 
My twenty-third yearly report as your Auditor follows: 


Early in July 1975, I examined the records of our Tax 
Collector and Treasurer to determine the financial 
condition of the town as of July 1, 1975, which begins the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1976. All records were found 
accurate and up to date. 


Our bond holdings remained the same as reported 
December 31, 1974, and no changes were noted in deposits 
of trust funds in area savings banks. The activity of these 
latter funds occurs late in the calendar year. 


The Treasurer had on hand and due the Town of 
Whately on June 30, 1975, the sum of $124,315.35, 
distributed as follows:

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Public Health Nurse Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Whately: 


Our Public Health Nursing Agency, which serves the 
towns of Sunderland, Whately, Conway, and Ashfield, 
employs one full time nurse for the joint function of home 
care and school nurse. 


May I stress the importance of yearly physical 
ecaminations. Early detection and treatment of illnesses 
or defects is of prime importance. 


Lead poisioning clinics were held in all the towns for 
children under six years of age. 


At the Frontier Senior Center, Blood pressure screen- 
ing clinics are held every two months. A well attended flu 
vaccine clinic was held at the Center this fall. 


During the past year, 163 home health care visits were 
made in the town of Whately. 


Income, turned into the town treasurer, for home 
nursing visits during 1975 was $1111.00. 


Iwish to thank everyone for their assistance and 
interest during the past year, especially the nursing 
committee members of your town: Mrs. Grace Baker, Mrs.

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Report of the Nursing 
Advisory Committee 


The Advisory Committee is made up of three persons 
from each of the four towns serviced by the nursing 
agency known as the Ashfield, Conway, Sunderland and 
Whately Nursing Agency, We generally neet twice a year. 


On April 16, 1975 a regular meeting was held in the 
Conway town hall. Nursing policies were updated, to 
include increases in the wages of the substitute nurse and 
clerk to $4.50 and $2.50 respectively. A graduated increase 
in sick leave benefits, to include accumulative time up to 
45 days for the full-time nurse. 


In the past two years we have had many special 
meetings regarding new State and Federal regulations for 
certification. Certification is the ability of our agency to 
bill private insurances, medicaid, medicare and welfare. 
The reimbursed money is then returned to the town in 
which the patient resides. It also enables this agency to 
make use other specialized services such as 
physiotherapy, home health aids, speech therapy etc. 
Recertification is a yearly project with surveyors from 
Boston to inspect records, policies, etc. This agency is 
recertified this year until May, 1976 at which time the 
future of this agency is uncertain. 


A fairly new regulation requires an agency to have a 
supervisor. The duties of the supervisor would be to 
perform administrative tasks such as, updating policies 
and keeping up with present regulations, seeking more 
patients, attending meetings, etc. Special meetings were 
held June 24th, July 7th and 28th, Sept. 15th and Dec. 11 
all pertaining to and collecting information regarding 
supervision. The December 11, 1975 meeting was held in 
the Conway Town Hall with the selectmen from the towns 
involved. The three alternatives were duscussed at length; 
supervision, regionalization and decertification. It was 
decided to try the supervision for one year, pending town 
meeting approval. 
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Mrs. Helen Ranney from Ashfield has resigned as a 
member of this board. Her dedication for many years has 
been greatly appreciated. Mrs. Dianne Field is now the 
new member from Ashfield. 


We are very grateful to Mrs. Lorraine Strippe and her 
substitutes, Barbara Wickland and Carol Wood, for the 
efficient and conscientious manner in which they have 
carried out the duties as Public Health Nurse for these 
communities.

STATISTICS‘ SUMMARY 


In 1975 as in 1974 the public continued to find books an 
inexpensive diversion. Again the demand was for fiction - 
Gothics, romances, westerns, mysteries and adventure. 
Fiction soared far above any non-fiction: though interest 
in crafts, especially the early American skills of quilting, 
crewel work, rug-making,herb lore and cookery continued 
high. Books of self-improvement and lessening the 
tensions of daily living and biographies remained 
consistently popular. 


Among the youngest set Dr. Seuss maintained his well 
earned lead followed by other picture books. Older 
brothers and sisters preferred mysteries and current 
-problem-solving tales to nurse or or horse stories which 
was a switch from previous years. In 1975 young people 
didn’t read as much as their elders which was also a 
switch. 


Large Print books continued in popularity, capturing 
many of the young middle-aged who, finding their eyes 
tired at the days end discovered that large print was easy 
and soothing. 


THE LIBRARY RECORD What happened in 1975? 


The Library qualified for and received nearly a 
thousand dollars worth of recordings and reference books 
from the Federal Government through the Western 
Regional Public Library System. The recordings included 
rock, jazz, juvenile, and some radio oldies like THE 
SHADOW and INNER SANCTUM; The reference books 
were on sports, medicine, history and politics, literature 
and government. 


The Library added six hours more to each week’s 
openings si it is now open some part of the day each day 
five days a week including four evenings and Saturdays to 
accomodate students and working library-users. 


The Library has a brand new movie projector rated 
tops in the field. Twenty years ago it took three years of 
earning money and asking help from the town 
organizations to purchase a projector and screen. The cost 
was four hundred dollars for both. Today, the price of the 
projector alone was seven hundred. Book Fairs and the 
generosity of the Lions, South Deerfield Rotary, 
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Firefighters, Grange, Snowmobile Club, and the Whately 
Historical Society enabled us to get the popular, much 
needed projector in far less time than in 1954. 


Librarian Ena M. Cane was listed in the 1975-76 of 
WHO’S WHO OF AMERICAN WOMEN] 


Improvements include the record bins made and 
designed by Whitman Wood early in the year, and new 
curtains in the librarian’s office. 


The library was unusually fortunate in the help 
received on various projects during the year: Assistant 
Marion Carter who made space for the new reference 
books, weeded deadwood from the collection and arranged 
all periodicals in chronological order: the work 
volunteered by Alice Grafflin that enabled the Library to 
catalog and the public to enjoy hundreds more books than 
in the previous year -528 in 1874, 823.in 1975. 


Exhibitions in the Library by Whately people con- 
tinued to attract many viewers as well asa “Hurrah” from 
the Greenfield Recorder. They included heirloom toy 
trucks and cars by Matthew Temple, art exhibitions by 
Kathryn Davidson, Olive Damon, Evelyn Dwight and R. 
Milici; needlecraft by Gertrude Bardwell, Muriel Barker 
and the Herb Steepers; weaving by Diana Douglas, 
Origami by Ann Futter and Jose Amaro of Texas and 
pottery by Steve Abrams. 


Story Hours were conducted by Joan Baldwin, Adelia 
Bardwell, Jean Siano and Nancy Steeper. The annual 
Christmas Story Hour featured movies and ice cream 
donated by Sabin Filipkowski, Christmas cookies made 
by Barbara Lassick, Frank Farrick’s bussing of the Kast 
Whately children and serving by The Girl Scouts. 


Annual gifts made to Memorial Funds have purchased 
may books that we could not have had without them. Itisa 
certain way of insuring that a loved one will not be 
forgotten. 


This year’s Book Fair as in the past owed much of its 
success to Whately’s wonderful bakers as well as to the 
generosity of Kathryn Davidson for her painting; Ger- 
trude Bardwell for the Barbie doll with wardrobe that 
every little girl in Whately wanted for her own; to the 
Herbert Futters for their array of brushes, and to Anne 
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Campney for her patchwork wreaths, and Muriel Barker 
for Christmas feeding stations, birds in gilded nests and 
little wooly dogs. 


Other gifts received throughout the year included rare 
Chinese festival decorations from Edna Williams; almost 
twenty years of of the diaries kept by Jack and George 
Crafts during the latter part of the 19th and early part of 
the 20th century, from Edna Dean; Gertrude Bardwell’s 
gift of the minutes of the Junior Social Club, 1920-1931; 
and Mrs. William Dwyer’s gift of Wallace Nutting’s 
valuable trio of volumes on American Furniture and other 
books of value. As he has over the years Paul Field’s gifts 
of books continue to make Whately’s natural history 
collection among the best in the county with volumes on 
ants and ostriches and weather and insects-in-flight and 
snakes and fish and any earth science in the book. 


We are grateful for the gifts that contribute regularly to 
our current list of 61 periodicals and for having them each 
month while they are still current. Donors include the 
Elliott Barkers, Joan Goodridge, the Leon Mortons, Paul 
Field, The Howard Waites and The Albert Graves. 


The S. White Dickinson Memorial Library enjoyed a 
good year , welcomed many new borrowers to its roster 
and appreciated its increasing popularity with the 
townspeople.

SPECIAL NEEDS REPORT 
The first year of implementation of Chapter 766 has 
indicated the needs of special youngsters have been 
neglected in the past. However, full implementation of the 
law is in progress, and we are pleased with the results at 
this time. 


Whately has a part-time tutor who works with certain 
children in specific skill areas. In addition, there is a 
resource room teacher who provides extensive services 
ranging from remedial reading to tutoring. 


Two full core evaluations have been completed. There 
is another one currently underway. Two three year olds 
have been processed and are receiving services.

REGIONALIZATION K- 12 

The impact of a new law, Chapter 492, Acts of 1974, 
amending Chapter 71, Section 16D was felt this year by 
the Frontier Regional School District. Notification was 
received this past August that $70939.00 would be sent to 
the Frontier Regional School District as its reimburse- 
ment under the new law. It should be noted that this was 
the first reimbursement of its kind received by the district. 
It was also mandated by the state to reduce the assess- 
ment to each member town of the District in the amount of 
their participation. 
The breakdown is as follows:

Town officials were notified of this fact on August 27, 
1975. Upon notification of their reimbursement, the 
Frontier Board questioned 1) the intent of the law; 2) low 
reimbursement figure. The intent of the law is to 
reimburse, directly, regionalized school districts. School 
districts not regionalized receive no money under Chapter 
492. School districts regionalized 7-12 use a 50% reimburse- 
ment factor. School districts K-12 use a 70% reimburse- 
ment factor. The obvious intent of the law is to persuade 
smaller districts to regionalize and partially regionalized 
districts, such as Frontier (7-12), to fully regionalize (K-12). 
Although the regionalization thrust is not a new concept, 
this is the first year money has been used by the state to 
sell this educational reorganization. 
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Frontier was listed 49th out of the 51 academic 
regionalized school districts in the state in the amount of 
reimbursement received. The Frontier Regional Com- 
mittee questioned the low reimbursement. An investiga- 
tion was made and the following facts surfaced. 


Reimbursement is determined by a formula devised by 
the state. The formula incorporates the following signifi- 
cant items: 

1. Reimburseable Expenditures (Frontier 7-12) 


2. Average Equalized Valuation per school attending 
child of the member towns. 


3. Average Equalized Valuation per school attending 
child for the entire state. 


It is important to note that the average equalized 
valuation per school attending child. was determined by 
the state on a readjusted assessment formula. The 
adjusted assessed valuation for each town is as follows:

Conway $12,400,000.00 
Deerfield 38 000,000.00 
Sunderland 21,5000,000.00 
Whately 14,4000,000.00 
TOTAL $6,300,000.00 


This figure is much higher than the assessment set by 
local officials. The implication of this figure as used by the 
state is significant, resulting in a lower reimbursement to 
Frontier. As the state adjusted assessed valuation 
increases, the reimbursement decreases. 

The next logical question to ask was: ’’Whatcan be done to 
increase the reimbursement’? The following comparison 
is there fore presented for your analysis:

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A change from 7 - 12 regional school district toa K-12 
would have financial benefits as demonstrated in the 
above chart. The educational and organizational impact 
has been studied over the years, and the culmination of 
this is in a “Summary Report and Recommendation of the 
Governor’s Commission on School District Organization 
and Collaboration” which is available at the office of 
Superintendent. 

The Frontier Board is in the process of selecting a sub- 
committee to investigate the full ramification of this new 
law which will have a long term effect on the level of 
education provided in each of our four towns. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank each of you for your 
cooperation since I took over the superintendency in 
August of last year and would hope that your continued 
support will lead to further improvement of the 
educational climate in our district.
